HIE  PUBLIC  LIBRARY. 


The  Ihiblic  Libi-ar^'  has  now  been  in  existence  about  four  years. 
Its  location,  in  the  Hich  Scliool  Building  of  District  No.  One.  and  the 
tact  that  it  is  establisned  and  maintained  by  the  liioard  of  Education 
of  the  same  district,  have  given  rise  to  the  impreBsion  that  it  is  a 
pnblie  library  only  in  name,  it  has  been  ditlicult  to  dispel  this  im- 
pression. No  library  in  the  country  has  been  more  truly  a public 
library  in  every  sense  of  the  term.  It  has  always  [lursued  a policy  which 
looks  tii'st  and  chiefly  toward  the  popularizing  the  use  of  books.  It. 
avoids  all  rules  and  I'egulations  which  do  not  make  for  the  convenience 
.ind  comfort  of  the  general  reader,  the  borrower  and  the  student.  Its 
refci-ence  books,  of  which  the  list  is  a full  one  for  so  new  and  small  a 
library,  are  oiien  to  all  comers  with  no  restrictions,  as  are  all  the  books 
oil  its  shelves.  One  can  become  a borrower  on  the  easiest  possible 
terms.  It  is  doubtful  if  any  library  in  tlie  country  has.  relatively  to 
age.  size  and  cost  of  maintenance,  done  so  much  of  the  work  a public 
library  is  lightly  expected  to  do. 

Very  jiroperly  the  wants  of  the  young  have  received  especial  attention. 
This  has  been  jiartly  bc'cause  of  1 he  library’s  intimate  relations  with  the 
schools  and  partly  for  a I’eason  less  commonly  considered,  but  even  more 
cogent.  More  than  ninety  per  cent,  of  the  pupils  in  the  imblic  schools  of 
Denver  leave  the  school-room  bi'fore  tliey  are  fifteen.  After  that  age  they 
are  beyond  the  teacher's  direct  influence.  If  before  that  time  they  have 
been  attracted  to  the  imblic  library  they  may  still  continue  to  frequent 
it,  to  kei'p  up  the  reading  habit,  to  turn  to  it  tor  recreation,  for  general 
study  or  for  spcdal  knowledge  required  by  the  calling  tliey  may  pursue, 
d’hat  imblic  lilira’’y,  then,  which  hopes  to  carry  on  the  work  of  the 
.\mcrican  schools  stem,  and  aims  to  be  such  a people’s  university,  such 
an  educational  powei'.  as  its  prophets  say  it  is  to  become,  must  seek 
readers  among  boys  and  girls  of  fourteen  years  or  under.  To  these 
it  must  offer  espccitd  attractions.  For  them  it  must  have  on  its 
shelves  books  adapted  t.o  those  who  are  not  bookish.  It  must  be  poii- 
ular.  and  must  cater  to  the  wants  of  the  unlettered.  More  than  this, 
it  must,  as  far  as  lies  within  its  power,  create  the  wants.  The  public 
library  of  the  future  will  have,  what  this  library  greatly  needs,  an 
abundance  of  room  for  boys  and  girls  five  and  six  years  old  and  upwards. 
It  will  R(‘t  before  these  children  picture  books  and  story  books  and 
other  young  folks’  books  of  every  kind  tor  every  taste.  It  will  thus 
get  hold  of  a constituency  which  it  will  not  lose,  and  which  can  be 
aided  and  bettered  by  it  long  after  ninety  per  cent,  of  it  has  gone  from 
under  the  school-room's  influence.
